Statement of SeMces for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 20th January, 1970, information was received at 0.15 
hours at the Fire Services Headquarters, Srinagar, that a 
devastating Are had broken out in the house of a baker of 
Nalbandpura. A crew of firemen headed by Shri Abdul 
Hameed was rushed to the spot immediately. On reaching 
there, it was found that the flames had already penetrated 
the roof and were threatening the adjoining houses and all 
the inmates numbering 19, were entrapped inside the house 
and were in serious peril of being burnt alive. It was also 
found that the main staircase of the house was completely 
engulfed in fire and no entry into the house was possible 
from that side. The staircase at the rear had no door at the 
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landings. In disregard of the personal risk involved to his 
own life, Shri Ghidam Ahmed Wani promptly pitched an 
extension ladder. Shri Abdul Hamecd then climbed up the 
ladder and entered the first tl(.)or of the house by smashing 
a burning window followed by Shri Ghulam Ahmed Wani. 
After groping his way through the smoke ehoking room, Shri 
Abdul Hamced located eleven unconscious persons, six of 
whom were babies and children and an old crippled woman 
of seventy. Withont caring for raging fire and cracking of 
window panes due to heat, Shri Abdul Hamced removed the 
unconscious persons to the burning window with the help 
of Shri Ghulam Ahmed Wani, from where they were handed 
down to the waiting Firemen and Policemen. When Shri 
Abdul Hameed and Shri Ghulam Ahmed Wani came out, 
they were informed that some more persons were still en- 
trapped in the house. Shri Abdul Hamced gvUt up the ladder, 
without caring for the choking suffocation and exhaustion, 
went up to the 2nd Iloor, broke open the door which was 
blocked by two unconscious persons heaped- against it, 
brought them to the window and handed them over to per- 
sqps below. Eyen though his clothes were smouldering and 
his hair were singed, he gallantly entered the room under 
the partial cover of a jet and six m-orc persons were located 
and rescued from the loft. 

2. These awards arc made for gallantry uivdcr rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the President’s Police 
and Fire Services Medal and consequently carry with them 
the special allowance admissible under nile 5, with effect 
from the 20th January, 1970.

dealing with disputes between railway labour and railway

Railway Board and the Railway Labour Federation, agree^ 
ment is not reached between the two sides on any matters or 
importance, such matters may be referred to an eul hoc 
Railway Tribunal consisting of an equal number of repre- 
sentatives of Railway Labour and the Railway Board with a 
neutral Chairman. 


2. The All India Railwaymen’s Federation has urged that 
certain matters, in which agreement between it and the 
Railway Board was not achieved after discussion, were ot 
sufficient importance to warrant reference to a 
Govenmient have accepted this contention and have decided

to appoint an ad hoc tribunal. It has further been agreed 
between the All India Railwaymen’s Federation and the 
Railway Board that this tribunal should consist only of one 
neutral person, representatives of the Federation and the 
Railway Board bemg permitted to present their cases before 
liim. 

3. Accordingly, the Government of India have decided to 
appoint Shri N. M, Miabhoy, retired Chief Justice of the 
Gujarat High Court, as the one-man Tribunal with _ effect 
from the date he assumes charge. The tribunal will be 
known as the “Railway Labour Tribunal 1971." 

4. It has been decided, in consultation with the AH India 
Railwaymen’s Federation, that apart from a few more issues 
to be included in tbe terms of reference later, the following 
demands made by the Federation will be referred to the 
tribunal : — ■ 

(1) All categories of staff, including running staff, who 
arc disqualified for their duties at the prescribed 
periodical medical examinations or other medical 
examinations should be provided alternative appoint- 
ments with all their emoluments, i.e. pay, dearness 
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allowance and runnina allowance protected. Their 
promotion prospects should also be ensured. 

(2) The pattern of the authorised scales of pay was 
generally based on the combination of the prescrib- 
ed scales with the apprt^riatc dearness allowance. 
In respect of running staff, while dearness allowance 
appropriate to the scales was added to the prescribed 
scale.s the dearness allowance which was legitimately 
due on pay plus running allowance was not taken 
into account. Therefore, the authorised scales of 
l imning staff should be so changed as to reflect the 
combination of prescribed scales of pay and the 
dearness allowance due on pay plus lunnirig 
allowance. 

(,.l) 'Jhe break in service in the case of the Social 
Guides on the ex. E.P. Railway, who were absorbed 
in other categories for which they were considered 
suitable after n short break should be condoned for 
all purposes. 

t4| Oil account of die contraction of cadres after the 
introduction of the incentive schemes in workshops, 
promotion prospects of workshop staff have been 


adversely affected. Therefore, the pre-existing pro- 
motional prospects must be preserved by retaining 
the nre-cxistinc number of higher grade posts through 
a scheme similar to the ‘shadow’ posts scheme which 
has been introduced in respect of units affected by 
computerisation. 

(5) The number of posts of Mistries in Workshops and 
loco sheds is inadequate. The number of Mistries 
in the worksliops should be so fixed that the men 
supervised by each Mistry does not exceed 10. 
Suitable niodificalion in the existing yardsticks in 
respect of loco .sheds is also required. 

5- The Tribunal will function concuncntly with the Railway 
Labour 1 ribunul 1969 until such time as the work relating to 
the latter t.s completed.
